when he looked upon the Skull of a King, and that 
of a poor Man,, that he few no Difference between 
them, Befides, do they not know, that the richeft 
of Princes, and the pooreft of Beggars, are to have 
one great and tremendous Judge, at the laft Day ; 
who will not diftinguifh between them, according to 
their Qualities in Life? — But, on the contrary, may 
make their Condemnations the greatef; as their neg-

from their high Condition, if my Mind fliall ever 
be tainted with their Vice ! or polluted with fo cruel 
and inconfiderate ^Contempt of the humble Eftate 
which they beholtfwith fo much Scorn !

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Tour, at' my leaving your Hbu(e : For this, Sir* 
awakened all my Reverence for you ; ami you faw 
I could not forbear, not knowing what I did, to 
break boldly in upon you, and acknowledge your 
Goodnejs on my Knees.

Among , 
other Things he afk'd me, if I chofe to order any 
new Clothes againft my Marriage ; (O how my 
Heatf flutters when he mentions thisSubjed fo free- 
ly !) I (aid, I left every thing to his good Pleafure, 
only repeating my Requeft, for the Reafons afore- 
given, that I might not be too fine. 

He faid, I think, my Dear, it (hall be very pri- 
vate: I hope you are not afraid of a Sham- mar- 
riage * -and pray get the Service by Heart, that you 
may fee nothing is omitted.

What do I hear ! it cannot furely be ! faid my 
Father.

— This ugly Story, Sir, ©f 
theBifhap,j?tms in my Head ! — But you fay, Ifhall

They permitted me to retire, with my Father i, 
and then I pour'd forth all my Vows, and Thanks- 
givings to God for this additional Bleffing ; and 
confirm'd all my Mailer's Goodnefs to his fcarce-, 
believing Amazement. And we kneeled together* 
blefling God, and one another, for feveral eeflatick 
Minutes ; and my Mafter coming in foon after, my 
dear Father faid, O Sir, what a Change is this ! 
May God reward and blefs you in this World and 
the next ! 

May God blefs us all ! faid he. But how doea 
my fweet Girl ! I have been in pain for you ! — I 
am forry I did not apprize you beforehand. 

O Sir, faid I, it was You ! and all you do muft 
be good— But this was a Bleffing fo unexpected ! — 
Well, faid he, you have given Pain to all the 
Company. They will, be glad to fee you, when 
you can ; for you have fpoiled all their Diverfion : 
And yet painfully delighted them at the fame time, 
Mr. Andrews i added he, you make this Houfe your 
own ; and the longer you ftay, the more welcome 
you'll be. After you have a little compos'd your- 
felf, my dear Girl, ftep in to us again. I am glad 
to fee you fo well already. And fo he left us. 

See 
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See you, my dear Father, /aid I, what Goodnefs 
there is in this once naughty Matter ! O pray for 
him ! and pray for me, that I may deferve it ! 

How long has this happy Change been wrought, 
my dear Child ! — O, faid I, feveral happy Days ! — 
I have wrote down every thing ; and you'll fee, 
from the Depth of Milery, what God has done fojc 
your happy Daughter ! 

BlefTed be his Name ! faid he. But do you fay, 
he will marry you ! Can it be, that fuch a brave 
Gentleman will make a Lady of the Child of fuch 
a poor Man as I ? O the Divine Goodnefs ! How 
wHl your poor dear Mother be able to fupport thefe 
happy Tidings? I will fet out to-morrow, to ac- 
- quaint her with it. For I am but half happy till 
die dear good Woman fhares it with me! — To be 
lure, my dear Child, we ought to go into fome fair 
Country to hide ourfelves, that we may not difgrase 
you by our Poverty ! 

~ O my dear Father, faid I, now you are unkind 
for the firft Time. Your Poverty has been my 
Glory, and my Riches ; and I have nothing to brag 
of, but that I ever thought it an Honour^ rather 
than a Difgrace ; becaufe you were always fo ho- 
neft, that your Child might well boaft of fuch a 
Parentage ! 

In this manner, my dear Mother, did we pais 
the happy Moments, till Mifs Darnford came to 
me, and faid, how do you do, dear Mifs? I rejoice 
to fee ycu well ! Pray let us have your Company. 
And, faid (he, taking rny Father's Hand, And 
yours too, good Mr. Andrews. 

This was very obliging, I told her ; and we went 
to the great Parlour ; and my Mafter took my Fa- 
ther by the Hand, and made him fit down by him, . 
end drink a Glafs of Wine with him. Mean time, -

Said 
Lady "Jones y Mrs. Andrews has every Accomplifh~ 
merit of her Sex. She is quite wonderful for her 
Years. Mifs Darnford faid, And I can tell you, 
Madam, that (he plays fweetiy upon the Spinnet, 
and fmgs as fweeth, to it; for (he has a fine Voice. 
Foolifh, faid Sir Simon, who, that hears her fpeak, 
knows not that ? And who, that feos her Fingers, 
believes not that they were made to touch any Key ? 

1 O* 
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O," Parfon! faid he, 'tis well you're by, or I fhould 
have had a Blufh from the Ladies. I hope not, Sir 
Simon, faid Lady Jones ; for a Gentleman of your 
Politenefs would not fay any thing that would make 
Ladies blufh. — No, no, faid he, for the World : 
But if I had, it would have been, as the Poet fays,

When the Company went away, Lady Darn- 
fir d, Lady Jones, and Mrs. Peters, feverally invited 
my Matter, and me with him, to their Houfes ;

There's a 
JS^hape! There's a Sweetnefs! O Lady Davers ! were 
Wou a Man, you would doat on her, as I do. Yes, 
3Ud the naughty Lady, fo I fhould, for my Harlot, 
jait not for a Wife. I turn'd, on this, and faid, In- 
deed your Ladyflup is cruel ; and well may Gentle- 
men take Liberties, when Ladies of Honour fay fuch 
{Things! And I wept, and added, Your Ladyftiip's 
influence, if your good Brother were not the moft 
. generous of Men, would make me very unhappy. 

No Fear, Wench ; no Fear, faid fhe : Thotflt hold 
'him, -as long as any body can, I fee that!-— Poor 
.'Sally Godfrey never had half the Intereft in him, Ftt 
flflure you ! 

: Stay, my Pamela, faid he, in a Paflion ; flay, 
when I bid you. You have now heard two vile 
Charges upon mc ! I love you with fuch a true 
Affection, that I ought to fay fomething before this 
ttialicious Accufer, that you may not think your 
tonfummate Virtue link'dio too black a Villain. 
1 Her Nephew feetn'd uneafy, and blam'd her rnuch^ 
and I came back, but trembled as I flood ; and he 
fit me down, and faid, taking my Hand, I have been 
vkecufed, my Dear, as a Dueller, and now as a Pro- 
fligate, in another Senfe ! and there was a Time, [ 
.fhould not have received thefe Imputations with fo 
much Concern as I now do, when I would willi> 
by degrees, by a Conformity of my Manners to 

Eur Virtue, to (hew everyone the Force your 
:ample has upon me. But this briefly is the Cafe 
of the firft:

He 
knows I love him ! 

!n this manner her Ladyfliip talk'd to me, leaning 
on my Arm, and walked into the Garden. I faw 
he was ftill in a Tumult, as it were; and he took 
another Walk to avoid us. — She call'd after him, 
and Paid, Brother, Brocher, Let me fpeak to you!— 
One Word with you ! And as we made Hafte to- 
wards him, and came near to him; I deGre, (aid ho 
that you'll not opprefs me more with your Follies 
and your Violence. I have borne too much with 
you. And I will vow for a Twelvemonth, from 
this Day — Hu(h, faid fhe, don't vow, I beg you; 
for too well will you keep it, I know by Experience, 
if you do : you fee, faid fhe, I ftoop to ask Pamel* 
to be my Advocate. Sure that will pacify you ! 

Indeed, feid he, I deftre to fee neither or; you, on 
fljch an Occafion ; *nd let me only be left to my*- ' 
fclf ,* for I will not be intruded upon thus ; and was 
going away. — But fhe faid, One Word firft, I de- 
fire — If you'll forgive wf, I'll [forgive you ! — What, 
faid the dear Man, haughtily, will you forgive me ? 
i.-Why, faid (lie, for flie faw him too angry to 
mention his Marriage, as a Subjedr. that requird her 
Pardon,- — I will forgive you all your bad Ufage of 
mc this Day. 

1 will be feriouswith you, Sifter, faid he: Iwifli 
you moft fincerely well ; but let us, from this Time, 
ftudy fo much one another's Quiet, as never to come 
near one another more. Never? faid fhe.-*— And 
«anyou defirethis, barbarous Brother! can you? : —

—Said my Lady, you mav go to-morrow, boi 
of you, as you had defign'd, and I will go away ths 
Afternoon j and fince I cannot be forgiven, 1 w3 
try to forget I have a Brother. 

May I, Sir, faid I, beg all your Anger on myfelf, 
and to be reconciled to your good Sifter ? Prduming 
Pamela ! reply'd he, and made me ftart, Art thou then 
fo hardy, fo well able to fuftain a Difpleafure, which, 
of all things, I expe&ed, from thy AfFe&ion and 
thy Tendernefs, thouwouldft havewifhedto avoid?

Your laft kind Blef* 
ing to my Pamela, I cannot ftand! Kite but each 
xher again. And he then took both our Hands, and 
oinedtbemj and my Lady faluting me again, with 
Tears on both Sides, he put his kind Arms about 
rach of our Waifts, and diluted us with great Af- 
edton, faying, Now, God . blefs you both, the 
wb deareft Creatures I have in the World ! 

Well, 
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. Well, Paid ftie, you will quite forget my Ewlt 

about Mifs He ftopt her, before fhe could 

fpeak the Name, and faid, For ever forget it !— And, 
Tamely I'll forgive you too, if you don t again.make 
my Difpleafure fo light a thing to you, as you did 
juft now ! 

Said my Lady, She did not make your Difplea- 
fure a light thing to her; but the heavier it was, the 
higher Compliment flie made me, that flie wouM 
bear it all, rather than not fee you and me recon- 
ciled. No matter for that, (aid he : It was either an 
Abfence of Thoughr, or a Slight, by Implication at 
lead - , that my Nicenefs could not bear from her 
Tendernefs.

/ife gives one Privileges, in one's own Account !--- 
"ec> roethinks, I want to know more about her; 
>r» is it not ftrange, that I, who lived Years in 
\c Family, (hould have heard nothing of this ? But 
was lb conftantly with my Lady, that I might the 
its hear of itj for fhe, I dare fay, never knew it, or 
he would have told me. 

. But I dare not ask. him about the poor Lady — 
fct I wonder what became of her? Whether (he 

>e living ? And whether any thing came of it ? 

Slay-be I fliall hear full foon enough : — But I hops 
lot to any bad Purpofe. 

As to the other unhappy Cafe, I know it was 
Dftlk'd of, that in his Travels, before I was taken 
into the Family long, he had one or' two. Broils ; 
and, from a Youth, he was always remarkable for 
Courage, and is reckon'd a great Matter of his 
Sword.

intimidated by the otner, I Ihould not have been

.y.Ah ! Madam, reply'd Mrs. Jcwhes, I never knew 
Bjr body like yoin And I think your Temper Tweeter 
ce the happy Day, than before ; and that, if pof- 
. , le, you takekfe upon you than before. 
•r/ Why, a goodReafon, faid I, may be affigned for 
4hat: I thought myfelf in Danger : I looked upon 
"*very one as my Enemy; and it was impoffible 
that I rtiould not be fretful, uneafy, jealous. But 
when nay deareft Spoufe had taken from me the 
Ground of my Uneafinefs,and made meauite happy, 
'lihould have been very blameable, if I had not ihewn 
* Jatisfy'd and ea(y Mind, and a Temper that fliould 
engage every one's Refped and Love at the fame 
lime, if pomble: And fo much the more, as it was 
but juftifying, in fome fort, the Honour I had 
received; for the fewer Enemies I made myfelf, 
the more I engaged every one to think, that my good 
Benefador had been left to blame in defcending as be 
has done.

Thou always, 6id my Lady, fay'ft too much or 
K> little. 

Mrs. Warden faid, I have been treated with fo 
luch Goodnefs and Condefcenfion, fince you went, 
lac I have been beforehand, Sir, in asking Pardon 
ir myfelf.

Our next Progreffion is, we exercife our $jt> <j 
rits, when brought home, to the Torment anil : . 
Rcgret of our Parents tbemfelves, and torture their 
Hearts by our undutiful and perverfe Behaviour to 
them ; which, however ingrateful in us, is but the 
mcural Confequence of their culpable Indulgence 
to us, from Infancy upwards. 

And then, next, after we have, perhaps, half bro-

doubted my Conduit in it. 

I believe I am more nice than many Gentlemen; 
but it is becaufe I have been a dole Obferverjf 
the Behaviour of wedded Folks, and hardly fain 
ever feen it to be fuch as I could like in my dim 
Cafe. I (hall, poffibly, give you Inftances, of amn 
particular Nature, or this, as we are I**ger 9 and} 
perhaps, I might fay, httttr acquainted. 

Had I marry'd with the Views of raoft Genii*- 
men, and with fuch as my good Sifter (fupplying 
the Place of rov Father and Mother) would hgye 
recommended, I had wedded a fine Lady, brought 
up pretty much in my own manner, and ufcd to 
have her Will in every thing, 

Some Gentlemen can come into a Comproarift; 
and, after a few Struggles, fit down tolerably con- 
tented. But, had I marry'd a Princcfs, I could not 
have done fo. I muft nave loved ber exceedingly 
well, before I had confented to knit the Knot with 
her, and preferred her to all her Sex ; for without 
this, Pamela, Indifferences, if not Difgufts, will trite 
in every wedded Life, that could not have made 
me happy at home; and there are fewer Inftances, 
I talieve, of Mens loving better after Matrimony) 
than of Womens ; the Reafons of which 'tis noc 
my prefent Purpofe to account for. 

Then I muft have been morally Aire, that fte 
preferr'd me to all Men ; and, to convince me of 
this, (he muft have leffen'd, not aggravated, my Fail- 
ings j flie muft have borne with my Iraperfeftions;

The Word Cov.mand^ on 
j my Side, or Obedience, on hers, I would have bloc- 
ted from my Vocabulary. For this Reafon I fliould 
have thought it my Duty to have defired nothing of 
her, that was not fignificant, reafonable, or juft ;

JtetaSbmce, UneaGnefs, or Doubt, to oblige me, 
even at half a Word. 

; I would hot have excus'd her to let me twice in- 
join the fame thing, while I took fuch care to make 
her Compliance with me reafonable, and fuch a?

She made a low Cur- 
t*(y : Thank you, Sir, anfwer'd (he. Yes, my Dear, 
faid I, and I will get you Tome fine things againft the 
Time. I would have brough: you fome now, had 
J known I fliould have feen my pretty Love. Thank 
jou, Madam, retum'd (he. 

How old, Sir, faid I, is Mils ? Between Six and 
Seven, anfwer'd he. Was (he ever, Sir, faid I, at 
your Hbufe ? My Sifter, reply'd he, carryfiel her 
thither once, as a little Relation of her Lord's. I 
remember, Sir, faid I, a little Mifs •> and Mrs. Jer* 
vis and I took her to be a Relation of Lord Do- 
ver*. 

My Sifter, return'd he, knew the whole Secret from 
the Beginning ; and it made her a great Merit with 
me, that (he kept it from the Knowledge of my 
Father* who was then living, and of my Mother, tp 
faer Dying-day; tho' (he defcended fo low, in her 
Rage, to hint the Matter to you^ 
; The little MifTes took their Leaves (bon after; 
and I know not how, but I am ftranaely affedted 
with this dear Child. I wifh he would be fo good 
as to let me have her home. It would be a great 
Pleafure to have fuch a fine Opportunity, oblj^d as 
I am, to (hew my Love for himfelf, in my Fond- 
nefs for this dear Mifs. 

As we came home together in the Chariot, he 
gave me the following Particulars of this Affair* ad- 
ditional to what he had before mentioned; 

That 
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That this Lady was of a good Family, and the 
Flower of it: But that her Mother was a Perfon 
Of great Art and Addrefs, and not altogether fo nice 
in the Particular between himfelf and Mils, as flie 
ought to hare been.

That, 
poor Lady ! (he there was obliged, naughty Crea- 
ture as he was! to make herfelf quite guilty of a 
worfe Fault, in order to clear herfelf of a lighter. 
That they afterwards met at Godfionv often, at JVood- 

{ock 9 and every neighbouring Place to Oxford^ where 
e was then ftudying, as ir prov'd, guilty Leflbns, 
inftead of improving ones j tul at laft, the Efleft of 
their freaucnt Interviews grew too obvious to be 
concealed. That the young Lady then, when the 
was not (it to be feen, for tne Credit of the Family, 
was confined, and all manner of Means were ufcd> 
to induce him to marry her. That, finding nothing 
would do, they at laft refblved to complain to his 
Father and Mother. But that he made his. Sifter 
acquainted with the Matter, who then happen'dto 
be at home ; and, by her Management and Spirit, 
their Intentions of tnat fort were fruftrated; and 
feeing no Hopes, they agreed to Lady Daveris Pro- 
pofab, and fent poor Mils down to M&rlboron&h, 
where, at her Expence, which he anfwer'd to her 
again, (he was provided for, and privately lay-in.

to be marriageable. And this, my Dear, (aid he, is 
the Story in brief. And I do allure you, Pamela, 
added he, I am far from making a Boaft of, or takc- 
ing a Pride in y this Affair: Bur fmce it has hap- 
pen'd, I can't fay but I wifh the poor Child to 

live, 
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Kve, and be happy ; and I muft endeavour to make 
her lb. 

Sir, feidl, to be fare you fliould ; and I (hall tak« 
a very great Pride to contribute to the dear little 
Soul's Felicity, if you will permit me to have her 
home. — But, added I, does Mifs know any thing 
who ire her Father and Mother ? — I wanted him 
to fay, if the poor Lady was living or dead. — No, 
anfwered he. Her Govemefs' has been told, by my 
Sifter, That (he is the Daughter of a Gentleman and 
his Lady, who arc related, at a Dtftance, to Lord 
Divert, and now live in Jamaica j and fhe calk 
me Uncle, only becaufe I am the Brother to Lady 
Powers^ whom (he calls Aunt, and who is very fond 
of her,* as is alfo my Lord, who knows the whole 
Matter,- and they have her, at all her little School 
Recedes, at their Houfe,and are very kind to her. 
.1 believe, added he, the Truth of the .Matter is very 
little known or fufpedtd ; for as her Mother is of 
no mean Family, her Friends endeavour to keep it 
fecret, a$ much as I ; and Lady Davers y till her 
Wrath boiled over, t'other Day, has managed the 
Matter very dextroufly and kindly. 

TheWoads, Mother is of no mean Family, gavt 
roc not to doubt the poor Lady was living. And I 
faid, But how, Sir, can the dear Mifs's poor Mo- 
ther be concent to deny herfelf the Enjoyment .of 
fo fweet a Child ? Ay, Famela> rcply'd he, now 
you come in ; I fee vou want to know what's be- 
come of the poor Mother. — Tis natural enough 
you fhould } but I was willing to fee how the litu« 
Sufpenfe would operate upon you. — Dear Sir, faid 
I — Nay, reply'd he, 'tis very natural, my Dear ! I 
think you have had a great deal of Patience, and are 
come at this Queftion fo fairly, that you deferve 
to be anfivered. 
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You tnuft know then, there is Tome Foundation 
for faying, That her Mo:her, at leaft, lives in Ja- 
maica j for there flie does live, arid very happily 
too. For I muft obferve, that fhe fuSfer'a fo much 
in Childbed, that nobody cxpe&ed her Life ; and 
this, when fhe was up, made fuch an Ttr. predion 
JJpon her, that flie dreaded nothing fo much as the 
Thoughts of returning to her former Fault; and, to 
fiy the Truth, I had intended to make her a Viiir as 
fcon as her Month was well up. And fo, unknown to 
me, (he engaged herfelf to go to Jamaica, with two 
young Ladies, who were born there ; but were 
returning to their Friends, after they had been four 
Years in England for their Education ,• and recom- 
mending to me, by a very moving Lecter, her Kttle 
Baby, and that I would no: fufTer it to be called by 
her Name, bur Goodwin, that her Shame might be 
the left known, for hers and her Family's fake j fhe 

rher Friends to afli*n her Five hundred Pounds, 
full of all her Demands upon her Family, and 
went up to London, and embarked, with her Com- 
panions, at Gravefindy and fo failed to Jamaica '> 
where flie is fince well and happily marry'dj paf- 
fing, to her Husband, for a young Widow, wiih 
one Daughter, which her fir ft Husband's Friends take 
care of, and provide for. Andfo, you fee, Pamela, 
that in the whole Story on both fides, the Truth is 
as much prefcrv'd as poflRble. 

Poor Lady ! Aid I ; ■ how her Story moves me J— 1 
I am glad (ne is fo happy at laft : And, my Dear, 
faid he, Are you not glad (he is (ofar offvbo} — - 
As to that, Sir, faid I, I cannot he forry, to be fure, 
ts (he is fo happy ; which (he could not have been 
tere . For, Sir, I doubt, you would have proceeded 
with your Temptations, if fhe had not gone; and it 
Ihew'd fhe was much in Earned so be good, that 
(he could leave her native Country, leave all her 
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Relations, leave you that fhe fo well lov'd, leave 
her dear Baby, and cry a new Fortune, in a new 
World, among quite Strangers, and hazard the Seas '> 
*ndallto prefer ve hcrfelf from further Guiltinefc I — 
ludeed, indeed, Sir, faid I, I bleed for what her Di- 
ftrefles muft be in this Cafe : I am grieved for her 
poor Mind's Reraorfe, thro' her Childbed Terrors, 
which could have fo great and fo worthy an Effect 
upon her afterwards i and I honour ber Refolution, 
2nd (hould rank fuch a returning dear Lady in the 
Clafi of ihofe who are moft virtuous, and doubt 
not God Almighty's Mercies to her \ and that her 
prefent Happinefc is the Reiult of his gracious Pro- 
evidence, bleifing her Penitence and Reformation.— 
But, Sir, faid I, Did you not once fee the poor Lady 
after her Lying-in ? 

. I did not believe her fo much in Earned, anfwcrM 
pe j. and I went down to Marlborough, and heard 
ilie was gone from thence to Ca he . I went to C«/«*, 
and heard (he was gone to Reading, to a Relation's 
iliere. Thither I went, and heartf (he was gone Jo 
Oxford. Irbllow'd; and there (he was* but I could 
not come at her Speech. 

She at iaft received a Letter from me, begging a 
.Meeting wirh her \ for I found her Departure with 
the Ladies was refolved on, and that (he. was with her 
Friends, only to take Leave of them, and receive 
her aereed-on Portion: And flie appointed the 
Saturday following, and that was Wedntfdayy to give 
me a Meeting at the old Place, at Woodcock. 

Then, added he, I thought Iwasfure of her, and 
doubted not I flipuld fpoil her intended Voyage. I 
fee out on Tburfday to GlouceJier 9 on a Party of 
Pleafurej and on Saturday I went to the Place ap- 
pointed, at Woodftock ; But when I came thither, I 
found a I-^fter inftcad of my Lady ^ and when I 
open'd it, u wa* to beg my Pardon for deceiving 
R 5 mc:

folves, if (he met me : That iV.e had fct out the 

Tburfday for her Embarkation ; for that flic feared 

nothing elfe could fave her; and had appointed this 

Meeting on Saturday, at the Place of her former 

Guilt, that I might be futtably imprefs'd upon flic 

Occafion, and pity and allow for her; and that the 

might get three or four Days ftart of me, and be 

quite out of my Reach. She recommended again, 

as upon the Spot where the poor Little-one owed its 

Being, my Tcndcrnefs to it, for her fake: and that 

was all (he had to rcqucft of me, fhe faid ; but would 

not forget to pray tor me in all her own Dangers, 

and in every Difficulty flic was going to encounter. " 

I wept ac this moving Tale : And did not this 

imprefs you much, Sir? faid I: Surely, fuch an 

affedHng Lcflbn as this, on the very guilty Spot 

too, (I admire the dear Lady's pious Contrivance !) 

mufl have had a great Effeft upon you. One would 

havethoughr, Sir, it was enough to reclaim you for 

ever/ All your naughty Purpoies, I make no Doubt, 

were quire changM. Why, my Dear, (aid he, I 

was much movd, you may be fure, when I came 

to refleft : Bur, at hrft, I was fo aflured of being a 

fuccefsful Tempter, and fpoiling her Voyage, that I 

was vexed, and much out of Humour ; but when 

I came to refleft, as I faid, I was quite overcome 

with this Inftance of her Prudence, her Penitence, 

and her Refolution j and more admired her than I 

hid ever done. Yet I could not bear fhe fhould fo 

efcape me nei her ; fo much overcome me, as ic 

were, in an heroical Bravery ; and I haften'd away, 

and got a Bill of Credit of Lord Davers^ upon his 

Banker in London^ for Five hundred Pound ; and fct 

out for that?\ace> \wVc^ci!taki^^w^*&ittt 
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what Light I could, as to where I might hear c/ 
her thcre^ 

When I arrived in Town, which was not till * 
Monday Morning, I went to a Place called Crosby- 
fq¥arc, where the Friends of the two Ladies Jived, 
She had fet out, in the Flying- coach, on Tuejday ; 
got to the two Ladies that very Night j and, on Sa- 
turday* had fet out, with them, for Grave 'fend, much 
about the Time I was expedUng her at Woodftock. 

You may fuppofe, that I was much affe&ed, my 
Dear, with this. However, I got my Bill of Cre- 
dit converted into Money,' and I fee out with my 
Servant, on Monday Afternoon, and reached Grave}- 
end that Nighty and there I understood, that (he and 
the two Ladies had gone on Board from the very 
Inn I put up at, in the Mornings and the Ship 
waited only tor the Wind, which then was turning 
about in its Favour. 

I got a Boat dire&ly, and put on Board the Ship, 
and asked for Mrs. Godfrey. But judge you, my 
dear Pamela, her Surprize and Confufion when (lie 
(aw me. She had like to have fainted away. I 
offered any Money to put off the Sailing till next 
Day, but it would not be comply'd with y and fain 
would I have got her on Shore, and promifed to 
attend her, if (he would go over Land, to any Pare 
of England the Ship would touch at. But (lie was 
immoveable. 

Every one concluded me her humble Servant, 
and were touched at the moving Interview ; the 
young Ladies, and their Female Attendants, efpeci- 
ally. With great Difficulty, upon my folemn AC- 
furances of Honour, (he trufted herfelt with me in 
one of the Cabins i and there I try'd, what I could, 
to prevail upon her to quit her Purpofe : But all in 
vain: She faid,I had made her quite unhappy by this 
Interview ' She bad Difficulties enough upon her 
R* Mini 
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Mind before; but now I had embtrref'd all her Voy- 
age, and given her the decpeft Diltrefe. 

I could prevail upon her but for one "Favour, 
and that with the grcaieft Reludhncc ; which was, 
to accept of the Five hundred Pounds, as a Prefent 
from me,' and fhe promifed, at my carneft Defire, 
to draw upon tfte for a greater Sum, as a Perfini 
that had her Effe&s in my Hands, when (he arYiv'd, 
if (he (hould find it convenient for her. In (horr, 
this was all the Favour I could procure ; for (he 
' would not promife fo much as to correfpond with 
mc, and was determin'd on going; and, I believe, 
if I would have marry'd her, which yet I had not 
in my Head, (he would not have been diverted from 
her Purpofe. 

But how, Sir, faid I, did you part ? I would have 
failed with her, anfwer'd he, and been landed at the 
firft Port in England, or Ireland, I cared not which, 
they (hould put in at. But fhe was too full of Ap- 
prehenfions ro admit it : and the iough Fellow of 
a Matter, Captain the)' called him, (but, in my 
Mind, I could have thrown him oveiboard) would 
not ft&y a Momcnr, the Wind and Tide being quire 
fair ; and was very urgent with roe tor go aftiore, 
or to go the Voyage; and being impetuous in my 
Temper, fpoilt, you knonv^ my Dear, by my Mother, 
and not ufed to Controui, I thought it very (Irange, 
that Wind and Tide, or any thing elfe, (hould be 
preferr'd to me, and my Money : But fo it was, I 
was forced to go, and fo took Leave of the Ladies 
and the other Pa (Tengers; wifh'd them a good Voy- 
age ,• gave Five Guineas among the Ship's Crew, to 
be good to the Ladies ; and took fuch a Leave as 
jou may better imagine, than I exprefs. She recom- 
mended, once moie, to me, the dear Gueft, as (he 
called her, the Ladies being prefenr; and thanked 
*ie for all thefe Jnfta«wes of my Regard, which, 

fhe 
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flie faid, would leave a ftrong Iropreflion on her 
Mind ; and, ac parting, flie threw her Arms atout 
my Neck, and we took fuch a Leave, as affedtcd 
every one prefent, Men as well as Ladies. 

So, with a truly heavy Heart, I went down the 
Slip's Side to my Boat ; and flood up in it, looking 
it her, as long as I could fee her, and Hie at tne, 
■ with ier Handkerchief at her Eyes} and then I 
gaz'd at the Ship, till and after I had landed, as 
long as I could difcern the leaft Appearance of ic; 
• for flie was under Sail, in a manner, when I left her : 
And fo I return'd, highly difturb'd, to toy Inn. 

I went to-bed, but refted nor ; return'd to Lon- 
don the next Morning} and fet out ih it Afternoon 
again, for the Country. And fo much, my Dear, 
for poor Sally Godfrey. — She fends, I underftand, 
by all Opportunities, with the Knowledge of her Hui- 
band> to learn how her Child, by her firft Husband, 
docs ; and has the Satitfadtion to know (he is hap- 
pily provided for. And, about half a Year ago, her 
Spoufe fent a little Negro Boy, of about ten Years 
: old, as a Prefent, to wait upon her. But he was 
: taken ill of the Small- pox, and died in a Month after 
be was landed. 

■ Sure, Sir, faid I, your generous Mind muft have 
been long afle&ed with this melancholy Cafe, and 
all its Circumftances. 

It hung upon me, indeed, fome time, faid he; 
but I was full of Spirits and IncooGderation. I went 
foon after to travel ,• a hundred new Objects danced 
before my Eyes, and kept Refledion from me. And, 
you fee, I had, five or fix Years afterwards, and even 
before that, fo thoroughly loft ail the Impreflionsyou 
talk of, that I doubted not to make my Pamela change 
her Name, without either A& of Parliament or Wed- 
lock, and be Sally Godfrey the Second. 

O you 
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O you dear naughty Gentleman ! faid I, this fcenw 
buc too true ! But I blefs God, that it is not fo! — [ 
blefs God for your Reformation, and that for your 
own dear fake, Z3 well as mine ! 

Well, my Dear, fiid he, and I blefs God for it 
too! — I domoft (incercly! — And 'tis my greater' 
Pleafurc, becaufe I have, as I hope, feen my Error 
fo early ^ and that with fuch a Stock of Youth and 
Health of my Side, in all Appearance, I can truly 
abhor my paft Liberties, and pity poor Sally God- 
frey -, from the fame Motives that I admire my Pj« 
me/as Virtues; and refolve to make myfclf ras 
worthy of them as poffible: And I will hope, 
my Dear, your Prayers for my Pardon and my 
Perfeverance, will be of no fmall Efficacy on this 
Occaiion. 

Thefe agreeable Reflexions, on this melan- 
choly, but inftiuftive, Story, brought us in View 
of his own Houie} and we alighted, and took a 
Walk in the Garden till Dinner, was ready. And 
now we are fo bufy about making ready for our 
Appearance, that I ihall hardly have time to write 
till that be over. 



MO NDAY Naming. 

. V Efterday we fet out, attended by Jnhn^ Abra- 
■*■ bam y Benjam* and lfaac, in fine new Li- 
veries, in the beft Chariot, which had been new 
clean'd, and lin'd, and new harnef/d i fo that it 
looked like a quite new one: But I had no Arras 
to quarter with my dear Spoule s ; tho' he jocularly, 
upon my taking Notice of my Qbfcurity, laid, that 
he had a good Mind to have the Olive-branch, 
which would allude to hi* Hopes, quartered for mine. 
I was drefi'd in the Suit I mentioned, of White 

flowered 
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flowered with Gold, and a rich Head-dreft, and the 
Diamond Necklace, Ear-rings, &c. I alio men- 
tioned before : And my dear Sir, in a fine laced filk 
Waiftcoat, of blue Paduafoy, and his Coat a pearl- 
coloured fine Cloth, with gold Buttons and Button- 
holes, and lin'd with white Silk; and he looked 
charmingly indeed. I fa id, I was too fine, and would 
have laid aTide fome of the Jewels; but he faid, It 
would be thought a Slight to me from him, as his 
Wife ; and tho', as I apprehended, ifc might be, thac 
People would talk as it was, yet he had rather they 
fliould fay any thing, than that I was not put upon 
an equal Foot, as his Wife, with any Lady he might 
have married.

ner, complimented us both, and Mrs. Arthur, and 
Mrs. Brookes, were fo kind as to v/ifh me Joy i and 
Mis. Brookes fa id, You fenc my Spoufe, Madam, 
home, t'other Day, quite charmed with that e<dy 
and iweet Manner, which you have convine'da ihou- 
fand Perfons, this Day, is i'o natural to you. 

You do me great Honour, Madam, reply'd L 
Such a good Lady's Approbation muft make metoo 
fenGble of my Happinefs. My dear Mafter handed 
me into the Cha>ior, and flood talking with Sir 
Thomas Atkyns, at the Door of it, (who was making 
him abundance of Compliments, and is a very cere* 
monious Gentleman, -a little to Extremes) and I be- 
lieve, to familiarize me to the Gazers, which con- 
cern'd me a lurlej for I was dafti'd to hear the 
Praifes of the Country People, and to fee how they 
crou'led about the Chariot. Several p-^or People 
begg'd my Charity, and I beckoned John wi:h my 
Fan, and faid, Divide, in the further Church -Porch, 
that Money to the Poor, and let them come to- 
morrow Morning to me, arid I will give them focne- 
thing more, if they don't importuue me now — 
So I gave him all the Silver I had, which happen'd 
to be between twenty and thirty Shillings and th's 
drew away from me their clamorous Prayers for 
Charity. 

Mr! Martin came up to me on the other Side of 
the Chariot, and lean'd on the Door, while my 
Mafter was talking to Sir Thomas, from whom he 
could not get away ; and faid, By all that's t T t ood, 
you have charm'd the whole Congregation^ Not a 
Soul but is full of your Praifes. My Neighbour 

knew, 
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knew, better than any body could tell him, how to 
chufe for himfelf. Why, faid he, the Dean himfelf 
fook'd more upon you tnan his Book. 

OSir, faid I, you are very encouraging to a weak 
Mind ! I vow, faid he, I (ay no more than is Truth". 
Yd marry to-morrow, if I was Aire of meeting with 
a Perfon of bur one half of the Meric you have; 
You are, continued he, and 'tis not my way to praife 
too much, an Ornament to your Sex, an Honour to 
your Spoufe, and a Credit to Religion. — Every 
body is faying fo, added he; for you have, by your 
Piety, edified the whole Church. 

As he had done fpeaking, the Dean himfelf com- 
plimented me, that the Behaviour of fo fweet a 
bride would be very edifying to his Congregation, 
and encouraging to himfelf.

And 
they charm'd every one within the Circle of their 
Acquaintance, by the Sweetnefi of their Manners, 
the regular Order and Oeconomy of their Houf- 
hold ; by their cbearfol Hofpitality, and a diflufive 
Charily to all worthy Otyeds witkin the Cempaft 
of their Knowledge. 

She was regularly vifited by the principal Ladies 
in the Neighbourhood; who were fond of her Ac- 
quaintance, and better'd by her Example. 

Lady Pavers became one of her fincereft and 
mod: aSe&ionate Admirers. And her Lord, in a 
manner, doated apon her. 

The poor little Mifs Goodwin was, after a while* 
given up to herWifhes and Importunities, in order 
to be form'd by her Example; and, in Procefs of 
Time, wasjoined in Marriage with a Gentleman of 
Merit and Fortune, to whom {he made an excellent 
Wife.

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HAVING thus brought this little Hiftory to a 
happy Period, the Reader will indulge us in 
* few brief Obfervadons, which naturally refultfrom 
it; and which will ferve as fo many Applications, 
*of its moil material Incidents, to the Minds of the

may be feen that of a fafluonable Libertine, who 
allow'd himfelf in the free Indulgence of his PaflSons, 
efpecially as to the Fair §ex; and found himfelf fup- 
ported in his daring Attempts, by an affluent For- 
tune in Poffeflion, a perfonal Bravery, as it is called, 
readier to grve than take Offence, and an imperious 
Willi yet as he betimes fees his Errors, and reforms 
in the Bloom of Youth, an edifying Leffon may be 
drawn from it, for the Ufe of fuch as are born to 
large Fortunes:, and who may be taught, by his 
Example, the inexpreffible Difference between the 
Hazards and Remorfe which attend a profligate 
Courfe of Life j and the Pleafures which flow from 
Virtuous Love, and virtuous Adions. 
• The Gcnerofity of his Mind ; his Sobriety, as to 
Wine and Hours; his prudent Qeconomy and Hofpi- 
tality ', the Purity and Conftancy of his Affc&ion, 
after his Change,* his polite Benayiour to his Pa- 
mela ; his generous Provifion for her, in cafe he had 
died.; his Bounty to her Parents, attended with fuch 
Marks of Prudence as made them ufeful to' bimfiffj 
as well as rendered them happy; and ffiewMhe was 
not adted merely by a blind and partial Paffion, are 
fo many Inftances worthy of being remember'd in 
his Favour, and of being imitated, in Degree, by all 
fuch as are cir cumftanced as be was.

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- In the Chandler of Lady Da vers, let theProud 
fnd the High-born fee the Deformity of unrea- 
sonable Pamon, and how weak and ridiculous fuch

In the Examples of good old Andrews> and his 
Wife, let thofe who are reduced to a low Eftate> 
fee, that Providence never fails to reward their Ho - 
nefty and Integrity; and that God will, in his own . 
good Time, extricate them, by means unfbrefeen, ; 
•out of their prefent Difficulties, and reward them , 
with Benefits unhop'd-for. 

The Uwer Servants of great Families may, 
from the odious Charafter of Mrs. Jewkes> and the . 
amiable-ones of Mrs. Jervis, Mr. Longman, &c. learn . 
what to avoid, and what to chafe, to make them- 
felves valued and efieem'd by all who know them. 

And, from the double Conduft of poor John-, the 
Lower Servants may learn Fidelity, and how to < 

■dtftiot* 
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dtftinguifli between the lawful and unlawful Com- 
mands of a Superior. 

The poor deluded Female, who, like the once 
unhappy Mifs Godfrey, has gwen up her Honour, 
and yielded to the Allurements of her defigning 
Lover, may learn from her Story, to ftop at'ihe 
firft Fault ' 7 and, by refolving to repent and amend, 
fee the Pardon and Blefling which await her Peni- 
tence, and a kind Providence ready to extend the 
Arms of its Mercy to receive and reward her return- 
ing Duty : While the abandon'd Proftitute, purfuing 
the wicked Courfes, into which, perhaps, flie was 
at firft inadvertently drawn, hurries herfelf into filthy 
DifUfcs, and an untimely Death j and, too probably, 
into everlafting Perdition afterwards. 

Let the defponding Heart be comforted by -the 
Tiappy Iffue which the Troubles and Trials of the 
lovely Pamela merwith, when they fee, in her 
Cafe, that no Danger nor DiftreG, however inevi- 
table, or deep to their Apprehenfions, can be out of 
the Power of Providence to obviate or relieve; 
and which, as in various Inftances in her Story, can 
turn the moft feeminglY grievous Things to its own 
Glory, and the Reward of fuffering Innocence ; and 
that, too, at a Time when all human Profpe&s 
ieem to fail. 

Let the Rich, and thofe who are exalted from a 
•/w to a high Efiate, learn from her, that they are 
not promoted only for zfingle Good; but that Pro- 
vidence has raifed them, that they fhould difpenfe 
to all within their Reach, the Bleffings it has heaped 
•upon them j and that the greater the Power is to 
which God has \%\tei them, the greater is the Good 
thtt will be -expefited horn tofcm. 
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From the low Opinion flie every-wherfc fhews of 
felf, and her attributing all hcjr Excellencies to her

From the Oeconomy (he purpofes to obferve in 
r Elevation, let even Ladies of Condition learn, 
it there are Family Employments, in which they 
ay and ought to make themfelves ufeful, and 
re good Examples to their Inferiors,' as well as 
juals. And that their Duty to God, Charity to the 
>or and Sick, and the different Branches or HouP- 
>ld Management, ought totake up.the moft confi- 
rable Portions of their Time. 

From her fignal Veracitj, which (he never for- 
ited, in all the Hardfhips flie was try*d with, tho' 
rAnfwers, asfhehadReafon to apprehend, would 
ceo make againfther; and the Innocence (he pre- 
rved throughout all her Stratagems and Contri- 
nces to fave herfeif from Violation ; Perfons, even 
rely tempted, may learn to prefcrve a ficred Re- 
rd to Truth ; which always begets a Reverence for 
em, even in the corrupted Minds.

Are all fo many fignal Inftances of the Excellency 
of h?r Mind» which may toake her Cbara&er wor- 
thy of the Imitation -ff her Sex, from low to high 
Life. And the Editor of thefe Sheets will have his 
End 9 if it infpires a laudable Emulation in the Minds 
of any worthy Perfons, who may thereby intide 
themfelves to the Rfewards, the Praifes, and the 
Bleffings, by which fhe was fo defervcdly diftin- 
gutfhed.
